Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Divine proposed amendments to claim 1 to distinguish over the 
prior art references applied in the final Office action. The first proposal recites the notification message being provided 
without the need for a user of the remote device to dial a phone or to speak. However, the examiner pointed to Alpert 
which teaches activating the notification process using an emergency key 64 or crash detector 66. The second 
proposal recites the testing as including sending a test message to each contact. The examiner stated that this is a 
new issue not previously considered and would not be entered if submitted as an after-final amendment .
